Chicago ~— An _ underground 
church body of approximately 1,- 
000,000 Catholics is growing in 
Soviet concentration camps and 
slave labor colonies of Siberia. 


Comprising a “Siberian Catho- 
lie Church,” which stretches from 
the Urals across Siberia to the 
Pacific, are more than 200,000 
Poles, 100,000 Lithuanians, 70,000 
Latvians, thousands of Ukrainians, 
Hungarians and the rest German 
prisoners of war. 

This revelation was made here 
by Dr. Peter Dauzvardis, Lithu- 
anian consul in Chicago. He said 
the startling. reports came from 
reliable sources including a Catho- 
lic priest who escaped recently 
from Siberia to Germany. 


There isn’t any outward appear- 
ance of the church in the wastes 
of Siberia. The Church exists to- 
tally underground, as even for 
making the Sign of the Cross, 
Soviet guards have shot down per- 
sons. The faithful cannot contact 
the Holy Father—that is illegal. 


But the Church exists where 
the faithful can meet. . 
forests, mine pits and secret meet- 
ing places. There are priests— but 
without Sacraments, holy oils or 
missals for Masses. The priests 
are prisoners like the rest of the 


| wretched human beings making 


up the slave battalions of Russia. 

A few months ago, according to 
the reports, at one of the most 
isolated spots of the U. S. S. R.— 
Chukotski—hundreds of bodies of 
men, women and children were 
piled upon the frozen ground and 
covered by snow drifts.

La Crosse, Wis.—(NC)—lIt is imperative that the Cath- 


olics of America resolve to remedy their admitted weakness 
in the rural areas and take an active part in bringing Christ 
to the land,” the Apostolic Delegate to the United States de- 
clared to the annual convention of the National Catholic 
Rural Life Conference here. 


To accomplish this task, the? 


Delegate, Archbishop Amleto Gio- 
vanni Cicognani, suggested organ- 
ization along three lines: religion, 
education and social assistance. 
He urged the establishment of the 
Confraternity of Christian Doc- 
trine in every rural parish, the 


setting up of vocational agricul- 


ture programs under Church aus- 
pices, and in the social assistance 
field the creation, especially, of 


cooperative unions. 

Archbishop Bergan of Omaha 
spoke at the Sunday evening ses- 
sion. Text of his address is pub- 
lished in full in this issue. 

Archbishop Cicognani also re- 
ferred in his address to the pro- 
gram for resettlement of Displaced 
Persons in the United States, and 
asked the delegates to “follow 
earnestly this program, try to be 
well-informed about it, and then 
spread to others this information.” 

In another address, delivered 
Saturday afternoon at a ground- 
breaking ceremony for the new 
Holy Cross Seminary here, the 
Apostolic Delegate said that by 
its very nature a seminary “signi- 
fies a place or terrain where seeds 
are planted, a nursery for plants, 
as it were.” 

“While it is true that there will 


rise here buildings for dormitor- 
ies, classrooms and administra- 


tion offices, nevertheless all these 


will have as their purpose to cul- 


tivate cherished plants, namely, 
the chosen young men who consti- 
tute the hope of the 


Church,” 
Archbishop Cicognani said.

A resolution on farm income in- 
sisted that the farmer’s standard 
of living “should not be appreci- 
ably below the level of other sec- 
tors of the economy.” The reso- 
lution asserted that it is unfair 
to blame farmers solely for high 
food prices, as it was said is done 
by certain representatives of 
management, labor and the press. 
Decent rural family living, the 
resolution indicated, is impossible 
without adequate income. “This 
applies to farmers just as much 
as to urban workers,” the resolu- 
tion added. “Family farmers 
should not be penalized for the 
greed of a few or for weaknesses 
in the general economie structure.”

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HRIST came to redeem the

In 1908 the United States was 
officially removed from the list of 
mission territories; but American 
Catholics had begun long before 
to undertake foreign missionary 
work. In 1833 the Second Pro- 
vincial Council of Baltimore had 
appealed for missionaries to the 
Liberian colonies of Africa: Fath- 
er (later Bishop) Edward Barron 
of Philadelphia, Father John Kelly 
of New York and Denis Pindar of 
Baltimore, a catechist, responded, 
thus being the first American 
missionaries to foreign lands. 


In 1878 the first Catholic Mis- 
sionary from the United States 
entered Alaska. Three years later 
two Franciseans, Fathers Anthan- 
asius and Remy Coette arrived in 
China; the first Catholic mission- 
aries to enter China from the 
United States. 

Benedictines from the U. S. be- 

n to attend the missions in the 

ma Islands in 1891. Two 
years later American Jesuits were 
entrusted with 8,000 square miles 
of mission territory in the British 
Honduras. These scattered be- 
ginnings mark the inauguration 
of the foreign mission movement 
in our country. 


Marynoll is Founded 
The movement may ‘be said to 
have “come of age” in 1911 when

ECENTLY there was a meeting 
at the Hague in Holland, dur- 
ing which a senator proposed this 
resolution: “The First Chamber, 
holding that recognition of Chris- 
tian principles is necessary in 
pacts and international agreements, 
designed to lay the foundation for 
the protection of human rights, re- 
quests the government to make 
serious efforts to this effect.” 


During the campaign which pre-

ceeded the Dutch elections of July 
7, this idea was brought home for-| 


cibly by all candidates for office 
except the Communists. 

The First Chamber carried that 
Resolution by a vote of 26 to 3, 
and the three dissenting votes were 
cast by Communists. 

When we consider how bitterly 
the clergy in countries behind the 
iron curtain are persecuted, and 
ill-treated, and what temporal ad- 
vantages they would be given by 
yielding to the Communist perse- 
cutor, we should be edified to know 
that 99% of the clergy remain 
loyal to Christ, to His Church, and 
would be willing to endure any 
amount of suffering and torture 
and any kind of death, rather than 
apostatize. One percent or at the 
most two, of the clergy did yield in 
Hangary, in Czechoslovakia,

The step could not. conceiv- 
ably be taken to advance themsel- 
ves materially} They not only 
alienate their friends from them- 
selves, but must work for a living 
through a job for which they had 
never prepared themselves. 


Persecution Makes 
Church Stronger 


T is not often that Protestant 

churches are persecuted and, 
therefore, they have never com- 
pletely grasped how a religious 
organization is strengthened by 
persecution. 


Recently Soviet-dominated Rou- 
mania, by decree, gave a favored 
position to the Orthodox Church, 
and placed many restrictions on 
the Catholic Church of the Latin 
Rite and on all Protestant church- 
es. Of course, the Catholic Church 
has suffered most, because all its 
schools have been placed under 
government control and its normal 
activities interferred with. The 
Sisters who taught in schools have

This is a letter from Father Dick

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WILL you tell me something about the religious order called 
The Little Company of Mary? 


Mother Mary Potter founded the 
Little Company of Mary in Not- 
tingham, England, in 1877. 


The Congregation is called the 
Little Company of Mary, because 
of a special consecration of the 
Sisters to the Maternal Heart of 
Mary. Mother Mary Potter in- 
stilled a tender compassion for the 
sorrows of Our Lady into the 


hearts of her sisters. She taught 
them to apply to Our Sorrowful 
Mother the words of the aged To- 
bias to his son: “Honor thy moth- 
er all the days of her life; for 
thou must be mindful what and 
how great perils she suffered for 
thee” ‘Tob. iv, 8-4). From the 
eross Our Savior gave Mary to 
each one of us for our Mother, 
when He said to the beloved dis- 
ciple: “Behold thy Mother” (John 
xix, 27).. It is on account of the 
exceedingly great sorrows and suf- 
ferings which Mary endured for 
our salvation that she deserves our 
compassion and highest esteem. 


The special work of the Sisters 
of the Little Company of Mary 
is the care and assistance of the 
sick and dying in union with the 
Sacrifice of Our Lady at the foot 
of the Cross whereon Jesus shed 
His Precious Blood. The spirit, 
therefore, which animates the Sis- 
ters in the imitation of the Mater- 
nal Heart of Mary. In this con- 
nection, we are reminded of the 
words the Mother of God once 
said to St. Bridget: “I gaze upon 
the children of men to see whether 
anyone feels compassion for me, 
and, alas, I see but few. If many 


ér, do not forget me. Consider 
how much I have suffered.” 


Inspired by the words of Jere- 
mias, which have been applied to 
the Sorrowful Mother: “Oh, all 
ye that pass by the way, attend 
and see if there be any sorrow like 
to my sorrow,” the Sisters devote 


= | themselves to nurse with Maternal 


Care the sick and dying. They di- 
rect their whole religious life and 
in particular their prayers, their 
devout adoration of the Most Bles- 
sed Sacrament, and all their words 
of charity and their sacrifices to 
the end of imploring the Divine 
Mercy for the dying. All this is 
done in the company of: Mary at 
the foot of the Cross, compas- 
sionating her Divine Son in His 
passion and death. 


The Little Company of Mary, 
while attending to the material 
and physical needs of their pa- 
tients, have a special mission, that 
of honoring that great attribute 
of God, His all-embracing Mercy. 
Broken souls as well as broken 
bodies find in the understanding 
sympathy of the Sisters a broad- 
mindedness which is based on deep 
religious principles, causing them 
to see in the sick and suffering of 
all classes and creeds the suffering 
members of Christ’s Mystical 
Body. 


If the spirit of the Sisters of the 
Little Company of Mary would be 
summarized briefly, it would be 
found to contain generosity, con- 
solation, and self-sacrifice. Gen- 
erosity, because they give up all 
that the world holds dear and 
dedicate their lives to helping, 
physically and spiritually, the 
children of God through the Moth- 
er of God. Consolation, because 
all their work and prayer is of- 
fered to God through the Mater- 
nal Heart of Mary; and finally self- 
sacrifice, because they are willing 


ite sacrifice whatever talents God 


may have given them to nurse the 
sick back to health and to help the 
dying persevere unto eternal hap- 
piness.

Mary Potter that “Whom God 
loveth, He Chastiseth.” 

An old tumble-down building, 
actually a disused factory, was the 
cradle of the Little Company of 
Mary. Here the Foundress gath- 
ered around her two helpers and 
the trio began their labor of love. 


Aided by Bishop Bagshaw of Not- 
tingham, they were able to trans- 
form the factory into a frugal but 
suitable building. The root struck 
by her branched to many distant 
parts. Foundations were made in 
Rome, Florence, Fiesolie (Italy), 
Sydney, Adelaide (Australia), Wel- 
lington, Christ Church (New Zea- 
land), Chicago, Limerick (Ireland), 
London, Scotland, the Island of 
Malta, South Africa, and South 
America. Most of these founda- 
tions were requests made as tok- 
ens of gratitude from patients or 
relatives’: who had been helped or 
comforted by the Sisters in crit- 
ical illnesses. 


Such was the case in the es- 
tablishment of the community in 
Chicago. Upon request of Charles 
Mair, a wealthy Chicagoan, Arch- 
bishop Feehan invited the Little 
Company of Mary to establish the 
first house of the order in the 
United States. Mr. Mair, whose 
wife had been cared for in her 
final illness by the Little Company, 
used this method to express his 
gratitude and remained a friend 
and benefactor the rest of his life. 
It was in this way that the Order 
came to the United States in 1893 
and started its work in this coun- 
try in an eight-room cottage. 


After nursing for many years 
in homes in and around Chicago, 
the Congregation of the Little 
Company of Mary opened its own 
hospital in 1930, located at 95th 
Street and California Avenue. It 
is one of the finest in Chicago, 
complete with all modern medical 
equipment, and staffed by the city’s 
leading members of the medical 
profession. 


Of deep concern to Mother Mary 
was the increase in the number of 
duties of the Sisters in hospitals. 
She felt that the religious aspects 
of the Order should not be over- 
looked despite the never-ending 
hospital duties. She herself was 
a perfect example. Never was she 
too busy to spend hours before the 
altar in prayer, yet she never 
neglected her duties. She insist- 
ed that all the Sisters have suffi- 
cient time for prayer and medi- 
tation, sufficient time for the car- 
rying out of their own duties and 
still ample time for rest and re- 
creation. In order to train the 
Sisters in their duties and obliga- 
tions as Religious, a Novitiate was 
erected through the kind generos- 
ity of Mr. John Tierney, at San 
Pierre, Indiana, and was dedicated 
on June 29, 1944. 


It is in the Novitiate, at San 
Pierre, that the Sisters who are 
to work in the hospital, at Chi- 
cago, begin their lives in the Com- 
munity. Clothed in a simple black 
dress with white collar and cuffs, 
they are introduced to religious 
life as postulants. At the end of 
six months the postulant receives 
her religious name, the habit, and 
the white veil of a novice. She 
now enters the novitiate proper.

tools, some effective, and some in- 
effective. The agents of Moscow 
and their hirelings are among the 
master criminals. The smooth 
talking communists with their well 
oiled phrases, plotting the over- 
throw of religion and human lib- 
erty at the same time, bring dis- 
aster to the weak and gullible, and 
to those with little faith. 

Other agents of the anti-Christ 
are more subtle, and speak in the 
name of freedom, or use lofty 
language to gain their objective. 
What else could one term the vi- 
cious articles recently written for 
one of our popular secular maga- 
zines, but propaganda by the anti- 
Christ?

Not 
only did he manage his team into the championship in the closest race 
in the history of the American League—that celebrated playoff game 
with the Red Sox having *been necessary to break the tie that existed 
when the season ended—but he finished second only to Ted Williams 
in hitting, and Lou by all odds is baseball’s finest all-around shortstop 
today. | :

ing parlor floor, my feet swooshed 
out from under me, and [| slid 
(fortunately I am well cushioned 


by nature) a full ten feet into the 


waiting nun and toppled her over 
beside me. I was brick red as we 
picked ourselves up. But she was 
quiet, poised, unruffled—as if our 
introduction were quite the usual 
thing. After inquiring with gen- 
uine concern if I were hurt, she 
waited for my questions. But all 
I could think was “In all the two 
thousand years of Church history, 
this has to happen to me.” And all 
I could blurt out before I fled was 
“T have made history.” I’m sorry 
Sister. Thank you Sister.” 

Perhaps if I had daughters and 
they went to a school where you 
taught, we would talk to each 
other occasionally or even fre- 
quently. But God has given me a 
quartet of prospective football 
players instead, who find you -as 
mysterious as I do. I remember 
when my Tommy was three, I 
took him into church for a visit. He 
was fascinated by all the new 
things to see—the altar, the flow- 
ers and lights, the sun shining in 
so many colors through the stain- 
ed-glass windows. Suddenly he 
stood stock still, his attention 
riveted on a nun who was coming 
up the aisle. His eyes were like 
Saucers as he watched her. Finally 
he clutched me and, pointing to the 
nun, asked in an awe-struck stage 
whisper “Mommy—is that God?” 

Now, I know that you are not 
God. But I know, too, that you 
are very close to Him. I think 
I’m just a little jealous of that 
closeness. Not that He loves you 
more than He does me, but that 
yen love Him more than I do—and 

want to love Him as much as you 
do. If I knew you, maybe you 
could tell me how. 

I’m a little jealous when I pic- 
ture what I imagine to be the quiet 
peace of a convent. It must be 
easier there, I think, to meditate 
and study and grow in the knowl- 
edge and love of God.

You gave your life to God in one 
supreme glorious gesture of renun- 
ciation. I like to think of myself 
doing that—and there’s the trouble. 
I want to take God on my terms 
instead of on His. I want to make 
one magnificent renunciation, when 
He wants me to make a daily 
round of little renunciations.

I am furious when I 
have to give up an evening’s plans 
because the baby-sitter doesn't 
show up. I feel like a martyr when 
I have to forego a new coat so 
Peter can have his teeth fixed...

Bishop's Anniversaries 


His several anniversaries, such as the fifth, tenth and 
afteenth of his consecration, the fortieth anniversary of his 
ordination to the holy priesthood, and, of course, the Golden 
Jubilee of his ordination, were celebrated in a spiritual, way 
by the priests and people of his flock. None of hese celebrat- 
ions were organized by the Bishop himself, but he was quite 
naturally pleased that in all parishes, and in all the Relig- 
‘ous Congregations of men and women, he was remembered 
generously by prayer, in Masses and Holy Communions, 
Fifth Anniversary 

Referring to old copies of Our Sunday Visitor it was 
discovered that he wrote the following Chat on the eve of the 
afth anniversary of his consecration: 

My dear Flock: 

On the fifth anniversary of my consecration as Bishop of 
the Diocese of Fort Wayne, I beg to greet all under my jur- 
isdiction. It-sseems as if yesterday that I assumed the onerous 
duties of the episcopal office. If the time has seemed to vanish 
so fast it is not because a Bishop’s life is so pleasant, but 
rather because it is so crowded with work. The busier a man 
is the faster the time seems to pass. Both priests and people 
have sought to make me happy in my work, especially by 
cooperating with me for the advancement of measures spirit- 
ual and financial. 

During these four years I have dedicated twenty-two 
new churches and twenty-six new schools; several new hos- 
pitals and other institutions. Some new parishes have been 
started. While all this denotes progress the Bishop does not 
claim much credit for any of it. Most of it is due to the 
Priests and Sisters of several Religious Communities. We 
have admitted three Religious Orders of priests into the 
diocese during these five years, namely, the Redemptorists, 
the Capuchins, and the Hungarian Franciscans, It is expected 
that a branch of Slovak Franciscans will soon establish them- 
selves in Lake County, who will offer their assistance to 
pastors and people in that region. , 

Now evidently the diocese as such has had to look after 
its needs, which relate (1) to the securing of an ample num- 
ber of vocations to the holy priesthood; (2) to the securing 
of sufficient funds to educate ecclesiastical students; (3) to 
the securing of money for the replacement of our Orphan 
Asylumns, now both crowded as wel as antiquated. Conside:- 
able success has been attained in these directions, but muck 
is still to be done. Candidates for the priesthood in the Prep- 
aratory Seminary have increased tenfold; we have made 
great strides in our efforts to place the support of students 
on a sound basis; and our Orphan Building Fund is growing. 
: The pastors and people of every parish must become 
imbued with the conviction that diocesan interests, which 
they all have in Common, must have the same support which 
things of local interest have. Just as every community must 
render service, financial and otherwise, to the state to which 
it belongs, and to the national government to which the state 
belongs, so must every parish render assistance, spiritual 
and financial, to the diocese of which it is a unit, and to the 
universal Church, to which the diocese belongs. 

The priests of the Diocese of Fort Wayne, for the most 


‘part, easily sense the Bishop’s viewpoint, and knowing that 


his motives are unselfish, get behind him, and I beg, after 
experiencing five years of such cooperation, to thank them. 

I desire also to thank you, my dear people, and I ask 
your prayers for guidance and strength in order that I may 
duly acquit myself of the responsibilities that have been im- 
— on me both in relation to God and to your immortal
